According to the A. A. A., traffic 


delays are largely the result of slow 
thinking and poor Judgment, these 
points being considered, in turn, as 
the chief causes of the average driv- 
er's unfamiliarity with the motor 
laws aiul regulations. 


Thomas P. Henry, president of 


the A. A. A., lu a statement, Ea%s 
that the situation 
Indicates quite 


clearly that many of the average 
driver's difficulties are self-imposed. 


"Just so Ions as we have drivers 


who do not take the trouble to fa- 
miliarize themselves with the motoi 
regulations," he explains, "we shall 
continue to be 'the victims of trallic 
congestion. 


"Our ciubs are already forwarding 


letters from their members in winch 
the complaint is set forth that traf- 
fic is being constantly held up 
by 


persons who do not take the trouble 
lo know what Is what with respect to 
rules and regulations. These letters 
clearly indicate a great deal of dis- 
regard for the importance ot law fa- 
mlharlly in speeding up traffic and 
in icmoving the obstacle of conges- 
tion. 


Charles S. Howe, president of the 


Case School of Applied Science, 
in 


writing the 
Cleveland 
Automobile 


Club on this subject, declared that it 
hud been his daily experience to be 
hold up in traffic by reason of drivers 
v ho do not know that they are per- 
muted to make a right turn regard- 
less of the 'position of the traflic 
feign 
" 'There is considerable delay at 


certain times and at certain places.' 
he adds, 'because of this ignorance 
on the part ot drivers.'

"Traffic in Philadelphia, and other 


Pennsylvania cities that pattern af- 
ter the Quaker City's regulations, is 
frequently delayed and complicated 
by reason of the inability of many 
persons to grasp the idea ot driving 
over to the curb before 
making a 


left-hand turn. 
This -is the rule in 


this-particular locality, and it has 
been in -force for a long time, yet 
there are many Philadelphia drivers 
who do not appear to be able to fall 
in with the spirit of 
local regula- 


tions. Congestion is the inevitable 
result:" 


.Mr. Henry points out that it Is not 


the purpose of the A. A. A. to discuss 
the merits of the various local ordi- 
nances, but rather to emphasize the 
importance of familiarity with one's 
own local rules and regulations. In 
his opinion, uniformity 
In compli- 


ance with local regulations is the 
basis ot a 
national uniformity in 


motor vehicle regulations. 


'It is foolish even to think of na- 


tional 
standardization of 
motor_ 


laws." he contends, "until motorists j 
have learned lo know their own lo- j 
cal laws. 
If a. driver Is habitually 


ignorant of lawful procedure in his 
own city or state there is little to be 
cnincd in attempting to govern him 
by a national standardized code of 
driving rules. 


"The thing that stands' In the way 


of national uniformity is the firm 
belief of many localities that their

is best. We have the same 


thing, only on a smaller scale, with
